Maba Vihara at Dambool Shows 
‘Statue of Sacred Buddha 


Years

‘DAMBOOL. Island of Ceylon, Feb.27.—Dam- 
bool as a village has no fame save as it liés 
‘in the shadow of the great rock in which are 
the finest cave temples of Ceylon. The 
Dambool temples were also hiding places of 
that pious king of the first century B. C., who 
in gratitude later converted them into tem- 
ples a richly endowed them. The great 
rock is a2 mountainous mass of gneiss black- 
ened on all its smooth and rounded surfaces 
that rise 500 feet in. a sheer precipice on one 
side and drops away in steeple slopes on the 

other. The village Hes in its shadow and 
one turns from the road and goes on up over 
the rough gneiss until he comes out at the 
edge of a precipice two-thirds of the way to 
the summit. 

An imposing gateway one the ledge, or 
terrace, on the precipitous side on which the 
eave temples front, and from 
parapet oné’ commands a magnificent view 
out over the level plain broken by abrupt

Having elected to be carried up in an arm

the greatest veneration and come to him for 
Great Ordeals and oaths.

Whenever it becomes 
necessary some one of the parliamentary 
eleven will be expected to give out an in- 
terview, or in some other way inform the 
delegates and others that while the speaker 
fully appreciates the good wishés of his 
friends, he would not, consider it a promotion 
in any sense of the word to be nominated 
and elected vice president. : 


Speaker Is All Powerful. 

In this regard Mr. Cannon follows the 
precedent set by Tom Reed and most of his 
predecessors. Under the development of the 
American political system the speaker of the 
house of representatives is today in many 
regards the most powerful man in the gov- 
ernment of the United States, not even ex- 
cepting the president himself. 

The centralization of power in the hands 


| of the speaker, which began with Thomas 4. 


Reed under'’the operation of the rules he 
created, has progressed to a point where the 
executive officer of the house practically in- 
dicates legislation. He possesses more than 
the veto power of the president, because he 
can create while the president can only for- 
bid, and this latter power is essentially un- 
usual and distinctly limited. The president's 
functions are purely executive, while the 
speaker of the house has vested in him a 
curious mixture of executive, legislative, and 
judicial power. 

Under the present system not a bill can be 
considered in the house of representatives, 
not a man can be recognized, not a thing be 
done without the active codperation of the 
speaker. Furthermore, there is a vast sec- 
tion of legislation which must under the con- 


stitution originate in the house. The popular © 


branch of congress, therefore, is in itself 
much more powerful than the senate, and 
the speaker, even if the rules were the same, 
would wield far greater power than the vice 
president or the president pro tempore of the 
senate. 

The speaker appoints all committees of ea: 
house. He possesses unlimited power of 
recognition of members. His rulings on 
points of order can be upset by nothing else 
short of a revolution in his own party. tn 
point of fact, legislation in the house, even 
down to the most minute detail, is outlined 
and arranged for in the speaker's private 
office, and not on the floor of the house at all. 


Vice President a Nonentity. 

At the other end of the capitol conditions 
are entirely different. The presiding officer 
of the senate has no power at all under the 
rules. He is merely a necessary part of the 
legislative machinery and he can be changed 
from day to day without interfering in the 
slightest degree with the business of the 
senate. 


The vice president appoints no committees, 


and he does not even decide important ques- 
tions of order, which are invariably submit- 
ted to the senate itself whenever there.is the 

lightest difference of opinion. In point of 
fact, the vice president is less powerful In 
the senate than the president pro tempore, 
because the members of the senate, with 
the curious freemasonry characteristic of 
that body, are ready to yield obedience to 
one of thelr own number rather than to one 
they always consider a rank outsider. 

‘The term of office of vice president is only 
four years at best. He presides over the 
senate, each member of which has a tern) 
of six years. Most of those who sit below 
the rostrum have been long in the senate 


when he was elevated into the chair and 


know they’ will still be there when he has 


gone and been forgotten. 
Now and then a vice president has had 


great personal influence. This was the case 


with Mr. Hobart, but it was due to his per- 
sonal qualities and not at all to conditions 
surrounding the office. He had been a man 
of affairs for years, had been a member of 
the national committee, was closely asso- 
ciated with the party management, and pos- 
sessed the confidence of President McKinley 
to an extraordinary degree. He probably

The Japanese 
front extended from Wiju as far as Piek- 
tong, over eighty miles. We faced the pos- 
sibility that they would cross at a score of 
places and ajl we could hope was to harass 
and impede the crossing, for every day 
gained enabled us to push our preparations 
and bring up more men. 

Japs Have Crossed Twice. | 

“We know that the Japanese crossed at 
at least two points. Their first attempt to 
force a passage near Chandchekow, twen- 
ty miles above Wiju, near Siaopoussikhe, on 
the Poussikhe, a tributary of the Yalu, was 
fuccessful. This is important, because a 
road leads from Siaopoussikhe northeast to 
Kwantien, which commands-ene of the roads 
to Mukden.. 

“It is evident that the Japanese devoted 
most of their attention to crossing near 
Wiju. The river here is divided into several 
channels by islands, the largest of which is 
Samalindo. Above and below Wiju it was 
bridged at three points. : 

“Up the stream, near Sindiagou, the Jap- 
anese were watched by a small detachment 
of Cossacks, but the enemy was practicaliy 
unopposed. At Turenchen, lower down, our 
outposts directed a fire from a fleld piece so 
successfully ‘that they destroyed the moor- 
ings and wrecked the pontoons. The enemy 
was thrown into disorder and suffered con- 
siderable loss. Still farther down the stream 
the Japanese proceeded to make a third at- 
tempt at crossing. se 

Do Not Want Tekushan. 

“We do hot think that the Japanese will 
attempt to land at Takushan or Tatungkay 
now that they have crossed the Yalu. The 
object of such landings has been to cause @ 
diversion so as to enable the Japanese to 
cross the river. Takushan is not a good 


“strategic point. The road leading therefrom

If you do not know, ask any elevator boy 


that he has discovered that women have 
two faces—a natural face and an ‘elevator 


face ''—and he claims rank with the discov- 
erers of the ‘ automobile face * and the 
pingpong face.’’ 

A boy employed to run an elevator in the 
Fine Arts building was at a loss when asked 
to find words: to describe the ‘*elevator 
face.”’ 

“The only definition I can give, * he said,

The resolutions indorsed Roosevelt for 
president and Albert J. Beveridge for United 
States senator, while the platform adopted 
favors changes in tariff schedules as the 
conditions demand, wkh the reservation 
that the changes must be consistent with 
the policy of protection. One of the planks 
pledges the party to place private banks un- 
der state control. In indorsing the president 
the resolutions say: 

We heartily and unreservedly indorse the wise 
and patriotic administration of Theodore 
velt. The president has met the tremendous re- 
sponsibilities of his great office upon the high 
level. of national duty and national honor. His’, 
administration has been,thoroughly republican and | 
genuinely American. It has advanced prosperity ° 
at home and maintained our national interests 
abroad. The laws have been fearlessly and im- 
partially enforced as they were enacted by con- 
gress. Evildoers have been driven from the public 
service. 

The people demand a continuance of the present 
rous conditions, and we, there- 
fore, favor the fomination of Theodore Roosevelt 
for president, and hereby inetruct the delegates 
chosen by this convention to support his candidacy. 


Pledged to Tariff. 


Concerning the tariff the platform says: 

We pledge anew our confidence in. the wisdom - 
and efficacy of the protective tariff. This great 
republican policy has abundantly justified Itself 
and its maintenance is essential to the contin- 
uance of our industrial independence and nation- 
al prosperity.. It is demanded alike in the tnter- 
est of both American labor and capital. We favor 
changes of schedules as conditions demand, but 
such changes should only be made consistently 
with the policy of protection.

Washington, D. C., April 27.—[Special. ]}—

that When he was governor of Iowa he re- 
leased Schercliffe under the parole law upon 
the recommendation of the Pinkertons, who 
Pave the convict $100.

Edwin Tate Says He Rode on “LL” 
Trains, Followed Every “Easy” Man, 

Then Waylaid the Victim. 


Edwin Tate, known as “the gentleman. 
burglar,’’ was arrested yesterday and con- 
‘fessed to Inspector Lavin that he held up and 
robbed Theodore Schmidt at Garfield boule- 
vard and Calumet avenue early Sunday 
morning. It is said Tate served a term in 
the penitentiary two years ago for a number 
of Hyde Park. burglaries. He was arrested 
two weeks ago and taken before the grand 
jury, but the case s thrown out. ’ 

Tate made a remarkable confession. 

“I rode on the elevated trains between 11 
p. m. and 1 a. m.,”’ he said. When I saw 
a man who looked easy to rob, I got off the 
trafm ahead of him and lay in wait. That's 
what I did with Schmidt.” 

Tate was stylishly dressed when taken 
in custody. Heis 25 years old and an athlete. 
He was a member of the Fourth New Jersey 
volunteers during the Spanish-American 
war, his home at that time being in Camden, 
N. J. For a time he published a monthly

Resolution Adopted ats Joint Meeting 
of Team Interésts and Owners at

At a joint meeting of team owners and the 
Employers’ association held yesterday after- 
noon at Kinsley’s the truck drivers were 
asked either to continue under the old scale 
or to arbitrate. 

Merchants and manufacturers were repre- 
sented at the méeting, and officials of the 
Associated Teaming Interests and the Chi- 
cago Team Owners’ association were pres- 
ent. * According to Secretary Job of the Em- 
ployers’ association the meeting was the re- 
sult of an invitation by officials of the team- 
ciation to confer with the fozmer body.

Offer to Arbitrate. 

The result of the meeting was the adoption 
of the following resolution: 

* Resolved, That it is the sense of this 
meeting that the business Interests of Chi-- 
cago are paying the highest rate of wagesto 
truck teamsfers possible, conditioned on the 
present state of business. If the present 
scale offered by the Team Owners’ associa- 
tion is not accepted by tne teamsters, we 
recommend them to offer to submit the whole 
question of the scale of wages and working 
conditions to a board of arbitration composed 
of business men and teamstersin equa! num- 
bers, failing to agree, they to select an odd 
man to preside. .If arbitration is refused the 
facts to be immediately published in the 
press and for distribution among the team- 
sters.”’ 

Statistics were prepared by Secretary Job 
to show that Chicago is now paying from 
10 to 12 per cent higher cartage rates than 
any other city in the country.

When it was proposed in 1896 to put Tom 
Reed on the ticket with McKinley-he became 
furiously angry and denounced the move- 
ment as an intentional insult t6 him. This 
was not because of personal hostility be- 


more personal power than any other man in 
‘the United States, with the possible exception 
of President McKinley himself. : 
Uncle J6e Cannon knows there is no inten- 
tion to slight him by taking him into con- 
sideration as a possible candidate for vice 
president. He is just as acute, however, as 
any other man to the potency of the speaker- 
ship, and he has not the slightest notion of 
giving up his scepter to become for four years 
only the presiding officer of the United States 
senate. 
Mr. Cannon has run amuck against the sen- 
ate for some time, and his position as its 
executive officer would not be an entirely 
pleasant one. Uncle Joe has said some sharp 
things about the senate, and he js almost the 
only man in recent years who has made any- 
thing like a successful fight against its legis- 
lative encroachments. 


Not Compliment to Cannon. 

It is far from being,a compliment to Mr. 
Cannon to propose his name for seconé place 
on the ticket with Mr. Roosevelt. Further- 
more, Mr. Cannon is sharp enough to know 
that the movement to nominate him had its 
origin edst of the Allegheny mountains. - 
Uncle Joe is deservedly popular in the house. 
He has made a great success of his office, 
has harmonized differences in his own party. 
has tredted the opposition fairly, and per- 
sonally is liked by every member of the 
house. 

There are, of course, plenty of men who 
would like his place, and the only way they 
can get it is to deceive some of his friends 
into the belief that it would be an additional 
honor for Uncle Joe to make him th@&party 
candidate for vice president. There are one 
or two interested men in New York, Penn- 
sylvania, Massachusetts, and perhaps one or 
two other states who belleve they could be 
elected ‘to the speakership if Uncle Joe were 
out of the way, and this feeling has fomented 
and encouraged the repeated mention of his 
name, although it is well known that this is 
personally distasteful to him and not at all 
relished by his best friends, either in or out 
of congress. . 

Objects to Being Shelved. 
Mr. Cannon comes from a strong republican 
district. He can stay in the house, in all 
prebability, about as long as he lives. He is 
reasonably certain to remain speaker as long 
as the republican party remains in control of 
the house. If elected vice president he 
would go out of office In four years. He 
would have. lost his seat in the house entire- 


years in a highly ornamental but useless po- 
sition Uncle Joe would be in the list of “ has- 
beens,”’ and that is not a contingency he can 
contemplate with calmness. Nor fs Uncle 
Joe, of all men in the world, the kind of a 
man to wait or even consider the idea of wait- 
ing for a dead man’s shoes. He has had an 
active legislative career, and as speaker he 
has achieved more honor than could come to 
him in any position except the presidency 
itself. | 

It is no joke, therefore, to say that a squad 
of the speaker’s closest friends, with Messrs. 
Mann, Hemenway, and Tawney as a flying 
wedge, actually have been designated to head 
off the vice presidential boom between now 
and the Chicago convention, and to continue 
their labors until Senator Fairbanks or some 
other good man ts safely installed in second 
place on the ticket, and Uncle Joe Is left in 
peace in the place he loves and prefers, and 
where his best friends hope to see him stay 
for many a long year tocome. —

extremely bullish cash situation in oats Is 
given by James G. Martin of the Northern 


Grain: company, one of the Jargest shipping 
interests .in the trade, as follows: “‘ New 
York has taken 6,000,000 bu cash oats by‘ 
actual figures the last six weeks, cleaning 
‘up cars’'on the way from t weeks to two 
months, and. from now on will want 100 
cars a day for ninety days, or 13,500,000 bu. 
‘New England has no stocks and will soon 
be cleaned up on transit oats, requiring 
twice as many as New York. Ohio end 
Indiana have no oats for shipment. Illinois 
‘dats will go mostly south, Iowa is cleaned 
‘up, Wisconsin has not enough left to sup- 
ly the larger cities; a few oats are left in 
ebraska and Minnesota. The 10,000,000 bu 
of oats on the lakes will not supply New 
York alone. Good oats will sell higher per 
bu thar corn; Sc In Chicago will be a com- 
mon price, and the July will sell at as high 
a price as. holders want to put it. The pre- 
mium for cash oats will not permit of any 
standard going into store. Never in the 
history of the business were all the oats in 
the show windows as now. Farmers never 
hold poor gtain,-and this crop was certainly 
poor enough to sell.”’ 
_ There was a rumor on the floor that an old 
and conservative commission house had had 
some trouble in meeting margin calls, but 
the sheet went through allright. The rumor 
also added that the trouble was due to a 
considerable line of May wheat being car- 
ried and some. slowness on the part of the 
} customer in responding to margin calls. If 
the story is oorrect, there was cause for 
gratification al around in the recovery in 
the May wheat price. The small contract 
stock and the impossibility of its being in- 
creased from any known quarter, with May 
wheat in Minneapolis c over the Chicago 
May and Duluth 2c over, suggests the pos- 
sibility, at least, of trouble for May shorts 
if the May long insists on delivery.

A Toledo grain dealer, writing McReyno 
under date of April 26, says: ‘‘ The cas - 
mand for wheat here yesterday and today 
has been good, fully 80.000 bu taken at 98c, 
and it goes in every direction, every road out 
of here taking wheat to millers. The Isaac 
Hasier company say they have not been able 
to buy a car of wheat from farmers or in- 
terior dealers during April, something that 
hasn't occurred before since they have been 
in the milling business. A good many of the 
millers say they. will have to look to Toledo 
or other markets: for wheat for the next 
eighteen momths. Every man who comes 
here from northwestern Ohio or Indiana 
says farmers are\plowing up their wheat in 
eleven fields out of twelve.” 


“A miller at Grand’ Rapids, Mich., told 
me yesterday,” said Henry bL. 
“that go anywhere you choose in Michigan, 
in any direction, or into northern Ohio and 
Indiana, and you ¢ould not find a prospect 
of better than 25 per cent of a crop of wheat. 
Thefarmersin Michigan,”’ he says, “‘are hold- 
ing their wheat for $1.00 a bushel. A better 
demand for corn is developing from the east. 
The Ohio and Indiana-corm has turned out 
poorly this year and eastern dealers will 
not handle it. No other market but Chicago 
east of the Mississippi has a stock of good 
corn, and eastern buyers will. be coming here 
for it, particularly for the yellow corn, which 
I oo to see sell at a much higher pre- 
mium.”’

There has been some obstinacy about ad-— 
mitting ease in. the money market, though 
bankers themselves are better aware of the 
fact of their making low rates than are most 
of the customers. aire | 
The president of one of the largest. com- 
mercial institutions said yesterday: 

“There is no use denying that money is 
easy and the demand slow. For counter 
business we can get a rate of 4% per cent, and 
some at 5. But for call loans on good col- 
lateral the ratéis 4 per cent, and commercial 
brokers’ paper commands easily the 4 per 
cent rate. If anything, high grade commer- 
cial paper is a little below cali loans. In 
fact, some New York money lenders are of- 
fering western firms money at 3% per cent 
on commercial paper. J am hoping that gold 
exports will improve the. market some, 
though they have not done 86 yet.” | 
‘The vice president of a national bank 
larger -that the one quoted said yesterday 
he had marked down his call loans and was 
accepting % per cent less from commercial 
borrowers than one month ago.

The lack of demand and continued 
movement of funds. to the east has brought 
about a situation there that is relieved only 
by railroad borrowings, and these are small 
compared with the volume of funds awaiting 
employment’ The quantity of gold in the 
country is such that any movement that fs 
likely to occur will be viewed favyorab ly by 
the banks. 

National City Exports No Gold. 
‘Much interest has been evinced by local 
banks over the fact that‘In the present’ out- 
ward movement of gold the National City 
bank has taken no part. Merely as a state- 
ment of fact it may be said that the Na- 
tional City has unequaled facilities on both 
sides of the water for the movement of gold.

Thinking there might be some reason for the 
attitude of the bank in this outward move- 
ment and that a statement of its position 
would be unobjectionable, an officer of the 
National City was queried yesterday on the 
matter. His reply was: . 

“The City bank is always glad to take a 
leading Hosition, in an import movement of 
gold, but Is not'so ambitious in connection 
with an export movement.” -

BASTERN ROADS REDUCE RATES 
ON GRAIN SHIPMENTS. 


Fear of Losing Business After Opening 
of Navigation Leads to the Step—Re- 
turn Passes Finally Conceded to 
Iowa Live Steck Shippers — North- 


Settlement of Tariffs Between Mis- 
souri River and Chicago. 


: It did not take the east bound roads long 
to discover that by sticking to the resolu- 
tion passed two weeks ago not to make any 


reduction this summer in the rates on grain 
and grain products would force the bulk of 
the business to the lake lines. 

Not only have they now concluded to make 
the usual. summer reduction, but they have 
made rates lower than last season’s. On May 
2 the rate on domestic grain and grain prod- 
ucts wil] be reduced from 20 cents a hundred 
pounds, Chicago to New York, to 17% cents. 
On export grain and grain products the rate 
was reduced from 16% cents to 15 cents a 
hundred pounds. 

Last summer the rate on domestic grain 
from Chicago to New York was 18 cents and 
on export grain 16% cents. Therail and lake 
rates will be 2 cents a hundred pounds lower 
than the all rail rates. These reductions 
were made not on account of any great 
pressure brought to bear on them, but to 
meet existing conditions. Shipments have 
been falling off steadily becauses rs felt 
they_could not afford to pay the high rates 
in effect and quietly waited for the opening 
of navigation. — 

An eastern traffic official stated 
that there is little grain left in the country 
and the prospects of a big crop this sum- 
mer are not flattering. 


Return Passes to Iowa. 

Live stock shippers in lowa have succeeded 
in -getting the railroads to reconsider the ac- 
tion taken six months ago against granting 
return passes to parties bringing live stock 
to the Chicago market. At a meeting of 
the Iowa railroad commissioners with the 
traffic officials of the Iowa lnes held here 
during the day the railroad officials were 
‘shown that their rules imposed a hardship on 
people shipping cattle to Chicago and that 
it tended to divert the business to other 
points. The commissioners succeeded in con- 
-vincing the railroad men, who agreed to 
grant return live stock passes. 


Northwestern Demands New Point. 

The Northwestern yesterday interposed 
a new condition in the readjustment of grain 
rates between Missouri river points and Chi- 
cago which has greatly disconcerted its com- 
petitors. If it were not for the desire of the 
other roads to bring about a restoration be- 
fore the opening of navigation fresh hostill- 
ties would undoubtedly be inaugurated. As 
it is, the roads are likely to submit to the 
terms of the Northwestern. The Northwest- 
ern now proposes to establish a new basis 
of through rates from Nebraska points by 
taking the normal rate from the point of 
origin to St. Louls and then add the St. Louis 
differential of 8 cents. From this total rate 
it will deduct the. proportional rate from 
Omaha to Chicago and make the balances 
the rate from Nebraska points into Omaha. 
This, it Is claimed, means a reduction from 
the combined lotals of about 2 cents a hun- 
aéred pounds. 

Transportation Notes,

and Attorney Edward B. Burling. Interests 
of the objecting property owners were repre- 
‘sented by Ald. Snow, the Rev. .W. C. Bur- 
hans, James Bolton, J. H. Shanley, and At- 
torney Rush C. Butler. 


Dr. Billings Explains Project. 

Dr. Billings explained the great need of 
@uch an institution in Chicago, and gave a 
brief outline of what are known as infectious 
Giseases, their effect, and the best methods 
of treatment. 

“ is no possibility of contagion from 


a properly conducted hospital,’’ said Dr. Bill- 


ings. “‘ There is tocay in Chicago only one 
place where infectious diseases can be treat- 
ed, and that is in the addition to the Cook 
County hospital. No institution more bene- 
Micial to the public of the city of Chicago has 
been recently proposed. The aim is to treat 
certain infectious diseases, such as measles, 
diphtheria, and scarlet fever, in a scientific 
manner. 

‘The street car is a more dangerous source 
of infection than this hospital would be. Such 
a hospital would be less liable to breed con- 
tagion than would a public school building 
or a fiat. 

‘This hospital is to be established on a 
purely philanthropic basis at the place where 
such diseases can be treated and studied 
Yrom a scientific standpoint, in order that 
the germs of the disease may be located and 


. proper means be determined upon for its 


extermination. It wouki be an ornament to 
the neighborhood in which it is proposed to 


 grect it, and I am satisfied that when the 


residents of the neighborhood thoroughly 
“wnderstand the situation there will be no 
*objection. Such an improvement of the 
property should ehhance ratherAhan dimin- 
fish the value of surrounding property.”’ 

Charles L. Hutchinson, a trustee of the hos- 
pital and a large property owner, declared 
he wowuld.not consider the hespital a detri- 
ment to the neighborhood, but quite the re- 


verse. 
Attorney Butler Objects, 

Attorney Butler, speaking for the property 
owners, said that while admitting the truth 
of all Dr. Billings had said on thesubject the 
property owners felt that the prejudice in 
the public mind against such an institution 
must necessarily damage their real estate 
holdings in the vicinity. He argued that 
there would always be a popular senti- 
ment against the project and a popular fear 
‘of it. 


‘An ordinance, introduced by Ald. Snow and | 
passed by the city council Monday afternoon, 


is apparently aimed at the hospital project 
and may be used to keep the memorial institu- 
tion off the proposed site. The ordinance is 
now awaiting the mayor’s signature. The 
trustees of the Memorial Hospital for the 
Treatment of Infectious Diseases will en- 
deavor to get a hearing before the mayor on 
‘the merits of their cause.

NOT CONCERN OF STATE. 


Popularization of Stock Will 
Make Capital People’s 
Servant. 


Des Moines, 27.—(Special.J—In 
an address before the Grant club, at its 
Grant's day dinner tonight, Judge Peter 
S. Grosscup of Chicago advocated placing 
the control of corporations under the na-~- 
tional government. He saw danger, he said, 
dn the fact that in its. practical operation 
the corporation excludes from its ownership 
the average American citizen. a hold- 
ing of corporation stock was the panacea 
advocated, 

The audience included. many of Iowa’s 
representative men, who applauded the Chi- 
cago man’s argument. Judge Grosscup said: 

“T have referred to what I may call the 
atmosphere of corporate energy in which 
we live. To the corporation we now go for 
almost every help in life. The farmer turns 
up the soll with a corporation made plow; 
the rains may mellow the soll, but a cor- 
poration drill puts in the seed. The gath- 
ered harvest is stored in a corporation ware- 
over an in- 
—corporated railway; ground into flour by in- 
corporated rollers, and baked into bread in 
corporation ovens. And the mouths that 
feed upon the loaves pay for them, for the 
most part. out of earnings received from a 
corporation treasury. 

“ As ally to the farmer, corporation enter- 
prise, helps to feed us; as ally to the manu- 


facturer, it helps to clothe us; as ally to the | 


moral agencies. of mankind. it, helps us 
along the pathway of advancement. Through 
corporation agencies largely Iowa grasps 
hands with all the world, welcoming its 
commerce, its advancing thought, and its ° 
human sympathies, and giving back a full 
return from her own great store of hand 
and heart. Without corporate enterprise 
this great state would be a hermit In a 
wilderness of unsettled prairie lands. 


Make Capital a Servant. 


“The corporation is here to stay. The 

great corporation is here to stay. The prob- 
lem before us is not how to destroy the cor- 
poration, nor how to hamper it or trip it up, 
but how to make ita helpful servant to the 
uses of mankind. 
“We hear on all sides of danger to the 
people from the great corporations. The 
paramount. danger of the corporate policy 
prevailing in America lies not ¢o much in 
what specific thing a corporation may do, 
as in the fact that in its practical operation 
that policy excludes from participation in 
this already, wide and increasing field of 
American property the ordinary American | 
citizen &6 an owner. 

“I speak now not of the cause, but of the 
fact. I know, as well as any one, that under 
the law corporate ownership; like the own- 
ership of réal éstate, is open alike to all. 
But I know also, as does every observer of 
events, that in the face %f existing condi- 
tions this vast portion of our country’s prop- 
erty. already more than one-fourth in value, 


the citizenship of the country. is, as an op- 
portunity. to proprietorship, a field closed to 
those not educated in the intricacies of cor- 
porate organization and management.

-*“ The paramount aim in any solution of 
this great problem must be to fit this new 
form of American ownership to the indus- 
trial life of a republic. 

f' The corporation is no longer the sole 
concern of the state where its books happen 
to be kept or its directors meet; it has be- 
come the concern of the whole country over 
which its enterprises reach.
